Stir until 
sugar is dissolved, then with a cloth 
wrung from cold water wipe the

This has been going on 
for a great number of years, and 
the society has made attempts to

Subsequently two Fed- 
eral ministers, the Minister of Militia 
and Defence and the Minister of Mar- 
ine and Fisheries proceeded to England 
and conferred with the Imperial auth- 
orities ata conference called to deal 
with matters affecting the defence of 
the Empire, the result was an agree- 
ment between the Homa Government 
and the Governments of the self-gov- 
erning dominions as to certuin meas- 
ures of naval defence.

An Instrument Prominent In Polar 
Expeditions. 


Arctic explorers have reported the 


use of the sextant in their polar trips. 
This instrument, which is small

days one crop in three years was 
thought to be all that the trees 
,could produce. The low cropping 
capacity of the trees was due to 
the native method of thrashing the 
fruits from the branches with sticks, 
ao i injured them. 

e methods of grinding the olives 
‘for oil and pickling the fruit are 
| ipe Neither the grinders nor 
|pickers received >wages, but are 
| paid on percentage. The pickers 
receive 5 per cent. of the actual 


10 per cent. of the fruit ground.

Sometimes, of course, the fever 
may get out of control, and from 
being inimical only tq the germs of 
the disease, actually endanger the 
life of the patient. In
